Were on Errand of Mercy. _ 

Manila, April 20.—Admiral ‘Dewey 
has been notified of the strange disap- 
pearance of J. C. Gilmore and 14 mem- 
bers of the crew of the United States 
gunboat Yorktown. On Saturday last 
the Yorktown anchored off Baler, on 
the east coast of the island of Luzon, 
and about 200 miles from here, where 
there was a Spanish garrison of about 
50 men, which had been defending it- 
self against several hundred Filipinos 
for months past. - 

Lieut. Gilmore, Ensign W. H. Stand- 
ley and a boat’s crew were sent up the 
river from Baler to communicate with 
the Spaniards, the town of Baler being 
situated some distance inland. Ensign 
Standley, who landed at the mouth of 
the river, reports that he heard three 
volleys, a bugle call and cheers from up 
the river, but that the automatic gun 
which was part of the equipment of the 
boat was not heard firing. Standley, 
later, paddled to the Yorktown in a 
canoe. A search was made for the 
Yorktown’s boat and her crew, but no 
trace of them was found, and the York- 
town sailed for Iloilo, from which place 
her commander cabled to Admiral Dew- 
ey his theories that the Filipinos had 
captured or sunk the boat or that the 
Spaniards had rescued the American 
party. 

A scouting party of American troops 
Wednesday found a rebel skirmish line 
more than a mile long east of Malolos.

Jn re- 
ply Gen. Otis referred to these soldiers, 
and said that they were being fairly 
treated by the insurgents, he supplying 
funds to defray the cost of their food. 
The reports made to the navy depart- 
ment by Paymaster Wilcox, of Dewey’s 
officers, who made a trip across the Is- 
land of Luzon from Manila to the north 
coast, described the condition of the 
Spanish officials who were the prison- 
ers of the insurgents. as very comfort- 
able. 

“In many cases,” he said, “the officials 
were only nominally in confinement, 
being allowed the liberty of the 
towns.” The officials are hopeful that 
Gilmore and his men who survived the 
ambuscade will some day regain their 


liberty. 


The department has sent no instruc- 
tions to Admiral Dewey as to the course 
he shall pursue, believing that he is 
fully competent to deal with the situa- 
tion and resting secure in the assur- 
ance that he will spare no effort to res- 
cue Gilmore and his men if they are 
alive. x 

Were on Errand of Mercy. | 

Manila, April 20.—Admiral ‘Dewey 
has been notified of the strange disap- 
pearance of J. C. Gilmore and 14 mem- 
bers of the crew of the United States 
gunboat Yorktown. On Saturday last 
the Yorktown anchored off Baler, on 
the east coast of the island of Luzon, 
and about 200 miles from here, where 
there was a Spanish garrison of about 
50 men, which had been defending it- 
self against several hundred Filipinos 
for months past. 

Lieut. Gilmore, Ensign W. H. Stand- 
ley and a boat’s crew were sent up the 
river from Baler to communicate with 
the Spaniards, the town of Baler being 
situated some distance inland. Ensign 
Standley, who landed at the mouth of 
the river, reports that he heard three 
volleys, a bugle call and cheers from up 
the river, but that the automatic gun 
which was part of the equipment of the 
boat was not heard firing. Standley, 
later, paddled to the Yorktown in a 
canoe. <A search was made for the 
Yorktown’s boat and her crew, but no 
trace of them was found, and the York- 
town sailed for Iloilo, from which place 
her commander cabled to Admiral Dew- 


ley his theories that the Filipinos had 


captured or sunk the boat or that the 
Spaniards had rescued the American 
party. 

A scouting party of American troops 
Wednesday found a rebel skirmish line 
more than a mile long east of Malolos. 
A sharp fusillade followed, but no losses 
were sustained.

FOUND NEW LAND. 


Return of the Belgian Antarctic Ex- 
pedition—Advanced to 71 
Degrees. 


New York, April 20.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Montevideo says: The 
following members of the Belgian ant- 
arctic expedition have arrived here on 
their way back to Europe: Henry Ar- 
towski, naturalist; Roal Amundsen, an 
officer of the steamship Belgica, and M. 
Dobropolski, assistant in the meteoro- 
logical service. 

They are reticent regarding the re- 
sult of the expedition, but it is known 
that it advanced to 71 degrées 36 min- 
utes latitude south and discovered land 
previously unknown, which it called 
Danco. 


Gomez’ Position. 

Havana, April 20. — Gen. Maximo 
Gomez has determined to announce to 
the people of Cuba his support of an 


American protectorate until such time | 


as a stable, independent. government 
may be founded. Gen. Gomez made it 
known that he intends to take this step 
after consulting the views of the lead- 
ing men in his following. Heis content 
to cooperate with the Americans until 
the island is pacified, the rural police 
organized, the Cuban soldiery at work 
and insular reconstruction far ad- 
vanced. No definite period for the occu- 


pation by the Americans will be men- 


tioned,. but the manifesto will favor a 
cessation of the agitation for the im- 
mediate withdrawal of the United 
States troops. The declaration will be 
so worded as to retain the support of 
those who desire independence, yet will 
illustrate the necessity of American as- 
sistance. - 


Found Guilty. 

Pana, Ill., April 20.—The trial of I. N. 
Weaver, ex-secretary of the Citizens’ 
Savings, Loan and Building association, 
charged with embezzlement of $18,000 
in funds of the association, after occu- 
pying two weeks’ time in the circuit 
court, closed Wednesday afternoon. 
The jury, after being out 24 hours, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of embezzle- 
ment of one dollar. Judge Farmer sen- 
tenced the defendant to four. months’ 
imprisonment in the county jail, to pay 
all expenses of the trial and a fine of 
$100. When sentence was pronounced 
Weaver collapsed and wept before court 
most bitterly. He was immediately 
jailed by Sheriff Downey.

He is president of the First Nation- 
al Bank of Tampa and vice president of the 
leading wholesale grocery house in Florida. 
He has never been a candidate for office, 
but is an untiring worker in the democratic 
ranks. He served for three years as chair- 
man of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee. Jn policy Mr. Taliaferro is con- 
servative and broadminded, honest, truth- 
ful, frank and practical.]

Closes Its Session. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 20.—The 
Thirty-second general assembly of the 
state of Arkansas adjourned sine die 
Wednesday, after a session of 101 days. 
The session just ended has been dis- 
tinguished by the passage of a rail- 
road commission bill authorizing the 
construction of a new million-dollar 
state capitol and the enactment of the 
famous anti-trust law. 


Wages to Advanee, 

Pottsville, Pa., April 20—The an- 
nouncement was made in the Reading 
railroad repair shops at Pottsville, 
Tamaqua, Schuylkillhaven, and other 
points in the county, that mechanics 
and other employes of the company 
will have their wages advanced from 
five to ten per cent. a day. Two thou- 
sand men will be affected. 


Another Tax on Beer. 

Jefferson City, Mo., April 20.—The 
Missouri house passed the senate bill 
levying an inspection tax of one cent 
per gallon and two cents for each pack- 
age of beer sold in the staté. The bill 
passed by the close vote of 71 to 51, after 
a hot fight. 


FPleases the German Newspapers. 

Berlin, April 20.—The recent demon- 
stration upon the part of the German 
societies of Chicago in eondemnation of 
any attempt to cause trouble between 
the United States and Germany has 
been hailed with great satisfaction hy 
the newspapers here. 


President May Attend. .

For the last four years there has 
been in each year an exercise in each of 
the six ward schools, the purpose of 
which has been to impress upon the pu- 
pils the lessons of ‘humlaniity in treat- 
ing dumb animals and their own spe- 
cies. The results have been more than 
could reasonably have been expected. 
The exercises of the current year were 
closed on three successive days of last 
i'week—Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day. Those of the Fifth ward were on 
Wednesday, the 12th; those ofthe First 
on Thursday, the 13th; anid those of the 
Sixth on Friday, the 14th. The merit of 
the teaichers in preparing their pupils 
for these was such that they ough't to 
be named. 

In the Fifth ward, Miss Goodale, prin- 
cipal, with Misses Clinton, O’Hearn and 
Smith as associate teachers, had done 
a work of which the perfection of the 
pupils’ performance showed the merit. 

In the First ward, Carrie L. Dicken,

SUPT. HEMPHILL’S ARMY 
WILL NOT BE ON HAND. 


ROHDE INJUNCTION DISSOLVED-—ALL AR- 
RANGEMENTS SATISFACTORY. 


The injunction which restrained Ald. 
Rohde from moving his house now 
standing on Washington st., across tne 
track of the street railway company, 
was dissolved. by. Judge Kinne ‘this 
morning. es 

Said Judge Kinne, in giving this deci- 

- “I think I will dispose of the’ ques- 
Aon hastily. It is a public exigency. I 
am. not prepared to determine whether 
or not the beard of public works has 
the right to give Mr. Rohde the pérniis- 
sion and then protect him afterward. It 
kas been rumored that friction has heen 
developed by both parties, and that this 
friction might ve been avoided. I 
think that this may be true and this 
condition could have been avoided and 
especially on the part of some of the 
officers of the railway company. I will 
dissolve the injunction with the under- 
standing that before crossing the tracks 
that Mr. Rohde will carry out his prop- 


-osition to move it in the night time, af- 


ter traffic ceases, and with the under- 
standing that he tender a bond not to 


move small buildings on inexpensive 
lots to make homes for poor people; 
that if the building is not permitted to 
be moved across the street, the city 
would have to tear it down, and thus 
become liable in damages to Mr. Rohde. 

Attorney McKay, of Detroit, said that 
before the bill was filed the city had 


granted Mr. Rohde permission to move 


the building and the city could not be 
made a party to the suit. He main- 
tained that the section in the ordinances 
which gave the city the right to block 
traffic referred only to pavement and 
sewer building, and that a private indi- 
vidual had no right to block traffic or 


cripple it. 


“Tf Mr. Rohde had gone to the rail- 
way company,” said Mr. MsKay, “and 
asked permission to cross the track, it 
would have been different. But he can- 
not be permitted to ride rough shod over 
our rights in the streets.”

a surprise to Co. A on its return from 
its year of service by having the band 
play, “When. Johnnie Comes Marching 
Home,” in the sense of marching home 
into its own armory as ‘well as to the 
individual firesides. In other words, it 
was wished that the members of the 
volunteer company, on their return, 
could be surprised with the power to 
march into the old armory, ‘which they 
came to know as their military home, 
and with the full knowledge ‘that it had 
been regained to them. But ‘the story 
of the efforts of the committee has 
gained such publicity that an effort to 
keep it from being put into cold type 


will, if published, not reveal any great 


secret lon'ger. 

A short history of the situation is 
herewith given. f= 

The armory building is on leased 
ground. It belongs to Mr. Cook and the 
ground belongs to J. E. Beal and the 
Ann Arbor Savings bank. The Ann 
Arbor Light Infantry, ‘‘by Capt. Ross | 
Granger,” signed a llealse for the prem- 
ises with the rent payable in January 
and in July. Tihe rent was paid in Jan- 


-uary and none ‘will be due until July. 


The lease runs until next, December, 
when the Ann Arbor Light Infantry 
will have the privilege..of .extending it 
ten years more if it so chooses. In 
other words, the Ann Arbor Light In- 
fantry, by Capt. Granger, has the right 
to the building until next December if 
the rents are paid promptly and when 
due. . 
A committee was appointed, consist- 
ing of Col. Dean, Maj. Soule, C. E. His- 
cock, S. W.. Beakes, Sid W» Millard, 

Mayor Luick_ and J. E. Beal to see if 
some arrangement eould not be made 
with Mr. Cook whereby an amicable. 
settlement could be reached, but he is 
thus far determined to stand on what 
he considers his rights, and public sen- 
timent is in favor of taking legal steps 
to regain the armory headquarters for 
the soldiers. Consequently it may find 
itself in the courts, and Mr. Cook will 
find that he has arrayed against him a 
public with the determination to put 
up the money required to take the mat- 
ter to the furtherest court.

line, had defenided his ancestral home 
for King Charles, until it was burned

Cromwell, and young Sir John inherit- 


ed the riotous blood of his ancestor. Had 
he been otherwise than a ‘wild, harum 
scarum youth, he might now be sleep- 
ing in an English tomb, while his son, 
Sir George, instead of presiiding over a 
modest Michigan farm, might be ruling 
over a vast English estate.

above, had ruined the house. 
Left alone in the world, by the death

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FOR STANDARD TIME, 


A Majority of Citizens Seem to Be In 


Favor of Making the Change, 


An effort has been made to ascer- 
tain from a number of business and 


- professional men of the city their opin- 


ion as to the advisability of the city’s 
adopting standard time as the legal 
time of the city. 

Of those called upon the majority 
seemed in favor of the movement, al- 
though strong opposition was encoun- 
tered in a number of cases. 

Following are the answers of a few 
of those spoken to: 

C. W. Rogers: “Certainly I think that 
Ypsilanti ‘should adopt standard time. 
It ought to have been done a long time 
ago. There are three distinct kinds of 
time in the city where there only ought 
to be one. Standard time tis certainly 
in the line of progression, its very name 
shows that. Now what’s the use of a 
few places holding out against it be- 
cause it is new. There tis no foundation 
to the argument that it would be in- 
convenient. Look at the factories and 
the banks. They have been running un- 
der this systemi for some time and you 
don’t hear them complaining about its 
being a bad thing. No, we want stan- 
dard time, and we -want it rilgth't off.’ 

Mayor Davis: “I have always been a 
strong adivocate of standard time. I 
don’t see why Ypsilanti should ‘be be- 
hind the times just because Detroit and 
Ann Arbor are. Some people make cap- 
ital out of the annoyance that the 
change would cause everybody. For 
my part I don’t see why there should 
ibe any trouble with it. It ought not to 
take long for a man to accommodate 
himself to a little change like that. 
About the clock in ‘the ‘school tower? 
That, you knolw, is controlled ‘entirely 
by the school board; the city has noth- 
ing to do with it. I am very much in- 
clined to think, however, that the board 
would be only too glad to make the 
change if only the city will take the 
initiative.” ; i 

Ald. Moore: ‘‘No, sir, no standard time 
for me. The old time is good enough. 
It has always served all purposes and I 
guess it will continue to do so. I don’t 
see any particular reason why we 
should adopt this standard 
ment, unless it is to accommodate the 
railroads. They are getting enough 
from us as itis. Of course, if I believed 
that the ‘change. would benefit the city 
in any way or was in the line of pro- 
gress, aS some say, I would be the first 
to urge its adoption. Until my views 
are changed, however, I stand out for 
the old way of telling time, by the sun.” 

A. A. Graves: “No standard time for 
me. That has been brought up before. 
Local time suits us all righ't.” 

Ald, John Lamib: “I am opposed to the 
adoption of standard time by Ypsilanti. 
There is no reason why we should do 
anything like that. We are- not de- 
pendent upon the railroads; it: doesn’t 
make any difference to us whether or 
no our clock's are ‘with theirs.” 

‘Ald. Meaniwell: “I think that standard 
time would be a good,'thing for the city. 
It would ‘be a great convenience to our 
citizens and all strangers who. come 
here. It is an advance and should be 
taken up. Ypsilanti seem's to be waking 
up to the value of public improvement,

Sir John and his wife returned to 
their home in Michigan. For several 
happy years they made their little Edea 
a place of sylvan beauty and comfort. 
Ais new settlers began dropping” in here 
and there about them, Sir John induced 
a few families to gather at a common 
center, and gradually a neighborly set- 
tlement sprung up. 

Tiwo or three years passed, and Sir 
Compton wrote that the ‘affair’ had 
been forgotten over in England. Then 
the baronet died, and Sir John made a 
flying visit across the sea.

FOR STANDARD TIME, 


A Majority of Citizens Seem to Be In 
Favor of Making the Change, 

An effort has been made to ascer- 

tain from a. number of business and 


-professional men of the city their opin- 


ion as to the advisability of the city’s 
adopting standard time as the legal 
timie of the city. 

Of those called upon the majority 
seemed lin favor of the movement, al- 
though strong opposition was encoun- 
tered. in a number of cases. 

Following are the answers of a few 
of those spoke to: 

Cc. W. Rogers: “Certainly I think that 
Ypsilanti ‘should adopt standard time. 
It ought to have been done a Jong time 
ago. There are three distinct kinds of 
time in the city where there only ought 
to be one. Standard ‘time iis certainly 
in the line of progression, its very name 
shows that. Now what's the use of a 
few places holding out against it be- 
cause itis new. There lis no foundation 
to the argument that it would be in- 
convenient. Look at the ‘factories and 
the banks. They have been running un- 
der this system for 'some time and you 
don’t hear them complaining about its 
being a bad thing. No, we want stan- 
dard time, and we-want ‘it rilgh't .off.’’ 

Mayor Davis: “I have always been a 
strong advocate of standard time. I 
don’t see why Ypsilanti should ‘be be- 
hind the’ times just because Detroit and 
Ann Arbor are. Some people make cap- 
ital out of the annoyance that the 
change ‘would cause everybody. For 
my part I don’t see why there should 
be any trouble with it. It ought not to 
take long for a man to accommodate 
himself to a little change like that. | 
About the clock in ‘the ‘school tower? 
That, you know, is controlled ‘entirely | 
by the school board; the city has noth- 
ing to do with ït. I am very much in- 
clined to think, however, that the board 
would be only too glad to make the 
change if only the city will take the 
initiative.” : : 

Ald. Moore: ‘‘No, sir, no standard tine 
for me. The old time is good enough. 
It has always served all purposes and I 
guess ‘it willl continue to do so. I don’t 
see any particular reason why we 
should adopt this standard arrange-. 
ment, unless it is to accommodate the 
railroads. They are getting enough 
from us as itis. Of course, if I believed 
that the ‘change would benefit the city 
in any way or twas in the line of pro- 
gress, aS some. say, I would be the first 
to, urge its adoption. -Until my views 
are changed, however, I stand out for 
the old way of telling time, by the sun.” 

A. A. Graves: ‘‘No standard- time for 
me. That has been brought up before. 
Local time suits us all right.” 

Ald, John Lamib: “I am opposed to th 
adoption of standard time by Ypsilanti. 
There is no reason why we should do 
anything like that. We are not de- 
pendent upon the railroads; it: doesn’t 
make any difference to us whether or 
no our clock's are with theirs.” 

‘Ald. Meaniwell: “I think that standard 
time would be a good,thing for the city. 
It would ‘be a great convenience to our 
citizens and all strangers who come 
here. It is an advance and should be 
taken up. Ypsilanti seem's to be waking 
up to the value of public improvement,

purchased, all claims are barred after 
30 years. 
‘At the time when Miss Reade died 


there was just tacking seven weeks 
to complete the term of 30 years from, 
the moment of her father, old Sir John’s 
death. If during these seven weeks 


‘Sir George had filed this claim for the 


recovery of the Reade estates iin Eng- 
iland, and for ‘the revocation of old Sir 
John’s ‘will, he would doubtless have 
won ‘his case, and been today placed-in 
possession of hiis ancestral: home and 
domains. 

Unfortunately the letters that con- 
veyed the news to “Sir George ‘were 
delayed, and it was not until a month 
after the expliration of the seven weeks 
in question that he instituted legal pro- 
ceedings in England, which have now 
been thrown out of court on the ground 
that they are barred by the stat ıte of 
limitation enacted in 1874. The estate, 
therefore, remains in the possession of 
the Wakefieldi. 

Shipton ‘hall still remains in the 
hands of the Reades, and today the 
courts are debating the question as 
to whether that property should go to 
Sir George after ‘this mother’s death, or 
be equally divided among ihe four chil- 
dren. 

But the great bulk of the Reade es- 
tates appear to be gone forever. 

‘And on a sick bed, in Dexter town- 
ship, the sweet Lovica ‘Walton, of 
many years algo, who heard a repentant 
man’s story and slowly forgave, is: slow- 
ly passing away, her dying thoughts all
